The fact that the lands all 
point to the south and are broad at the 
north, is explained by the statement that 
the lands which point in a contrary diree- 
tion are all sank except the Antarctic 
continent, which is a vestige of the 
ancient normal southern lands. The hol- 
lowing out of the southwestern side of 
South America, Africa and Australia

He may shelter bimself 
under the crasading coguomen of 
Rich,“ and attempt to annihilate us 
with the ideal character he has assumed, 
and to which delicious notoriety he pro- 
fesses to owe his appointment, —“‘rHe 


_ BLOopY super.” Still we are not seriously 


‘alarmed. We have seen bis honor, aud 
although, perchance to our detriment, ure 
not tailors, we have taken his measure, 
We abhor personalities, and are disposed 
to avoid them. Were the chief justice a 
private gentleman, we would permit him 
‘to go unnoticed and unkuowu, an event 
which would be but a matter of course. 
But he is a big man, a great man, a man of 
growing proportions; and we must notice 
Lim. He presumes to be a man of edu- 
cation, and à well-read lawyer. Critical 
associations would contradict bis presump- 
tions. Did we admit that he was un 
honest man and a lover of his country, 
and his country’s welfare, physiognomists 
would most likely call us bad judges. But 
should we say that his own favorite title 
Was a true one—that he loved to hear of 
bloodshed, and delighted to avoid the im- 
mediate proximity of its shedding, we 
might gain the credit of having como to 
correct conclusions. Be this as it may, 
of one thing we are assured, that all

uoreasonable humbug. 


Bot to the facts. Tho probate judge 
of Cedar county called his court recently, 


and according to our statutes had em- 


panelled grand jury. Indictments 
agu inst several individuals were presented 
for grand larceny, Among numerous 
charges, were some for stealing horses 
from Camp Floyd, as well as from some 
adjoining ranchoz. Every confidence was 
reposed ia the court; and justice was 
anticipated to have a fall administration. 
The character of the citizens geverully 
demanded à fair viudication; aud the 
thieves were in a commendable way to 
recoive the legal penalty for their offeuces. 

The issue of the matter was:—the 
parties were released on a writ of 
habeas corpus, issued by his honor the 
chief justice; the accused were liberated; 
the sheriff was fined, we are informed, for 
his service;—and Utah now must bear the 
blame of harboring a gang of marauders. 


It may be argued, as it often has been, 
that the assumption of criminal jurisdiction, 
or the conferment thereof upon the pro- 
bate courts by the Legislature, is an inno- 
vation upon old usages. Even so, old 
usages may be wrong. They are frequou- 
‘ty found so to be; but if right, there is a 

proper and legal remedy in our statutes 
‘for all such abuses, if abuses we conde- 
scend to admit them. But what bas been 
the remedy, this great-would-be cue 
de leon” hes provided. A lawful one? No! 
but an arrogant, oolewful one; a result, 
in fact, of ignorant judicial iusolence!

enforce their own decisions. A probate 
jedge who bas a murderer arraigned be- 
fore him, has the right to try him upon a 
lawful iudictment; and, on his conviction 
before alawful jury, to order his execution, 
and see that the execution is consummated. 
Would that our own judges could realize 
their constitutional prerogatives, and 
insist on maintaining them! The 
right of appeal we do not deny; but that 
appeal should be lawfully made. 

It may be argued again, as it bas often 
been, that the Army ia at the wink and 
beck of the federal judiciary. To us, it 
would make but little difference, We 
would honor our oaths, and politely invite 
the rifles and revolvers to keep caps off. 
In such an issue, we believe they would 
do 80. 

A great mistake secms to have gained 
a degree of promineucy amongst us. A 
man with a piece of parchment in his 
pocket comes to Utah, and assumes a 
title to aristocracy, and in many instances 
to supreme dictatorialship. IIe tells of his 
assumptions, and finds a few believers. 
But the ruling fact should ever be borne 
iu miud, that appointed officers are simple 
creatures of the law. They obtain their 
commissions by favor, beggary or fraud, 
occasioually, we admit, by talent; no matter 
which. The Legislature is commanded to 
give them their bounds. The people make 
the laws that govern them. The judiciary 
are but the servants of legislation. 

To bring the matter home, practically 
home! What could we not secomplish 
with a faithful and honest judiciary? 
Would there be a crime in all the great 
catalogue that has been handed to the 
world in the form of charges against our 
citizens that would pass forgotten and 


uninvestigated? No, not out!

Shall we forever be compelled to welter 
ander the insolence of corrupt officials? 
Or shall we come forth like men, like frec- 
men, like honest-hearted Americans, vin- 
dicate our rights, aud demand the purga- 
tion of society? | 

The pcople—the great people must 
answer the question aud command the re- 
sult. If they wish a clearance, they bad 
better commend the chief justice to Indi- 
ana and to his foriora family; and, after a 
careful retrospection of their own laws, 
dewand their enforcement.

bishop Hughes and “the Suffragan 
Bishops of the Ecclesiasticul Province of 
New York assembled in Provincial 
Council” over the subject, and have pub- 
blished a “Manifesto” to their ‘Dearly 
beloved brethren of the clergy and fuith- 
fal children of the Laity.” The intro- 
ductory of the address is devoted to 
exhortations, and then the pamphlet on 
the absorbing subject is closely reviewed. 
To us, the clergy in conclave seem to 
have been much short of material to fairly 
meet the pamphlet. The most salient and 
interesting portion of the address is that 
devoted to the origin of the Pope’s tem- 
poral sovereiguty. As it is the first time 
that we have met with anything ou the 
subject which may be jastly regarded as 
the best that can be said, viewing the 
men and the circumstauces, we give it to 
our readers as an interesting item of his- 
tory and news. 


“TNE ORIGIN OF THE POPE’S TEMPORAL 
SOVEREIGNTY. 


“The temporal authority of the Pope 
is one of these questions. [lis title, as it 
stands to-day, is beyond all dispute the 
most legitimate that can be put forward 
by any sovereign in Europe, or in the 
world. Trace history backwards, and you 
will find that no rival claimant has ever 
appeared; thatno dynasty bas ever been 
displaced or sent into exile by him or bis 
predecessors; that his title is confirmed 
by centuries; that it has been ratified by 
the consent of all the nations of Christen- 
dom; that no protest bas ever been record- 
ed in the archives of the human race 
against its validity. Bot some. perbers. 
Will inquire into the origin of this title. 
We auswer that the origin does not ap- 
pear on human record. All we know is, 
thatafter the conversion of Constantine 
the Great, the seat of empire was trans- 
ferred from Rome to Byzantium. During 
the immediate subsequent ages the Ew- 
perer and his successors withdrew not 
ouly their presence, but also their protec- 
tiov, from the people of Italy. The 
eple ceased not to invoke the aid of the 
zmperor in periods of trial aud of de- 
solution, of famine, pestilence and invasion 
by barbarous nations. To their appeal 
no answer came, nor any aid. In these 
trying circumstances the people raised 
their hands to the Sovereign Pontiff, call- 
iog upon him to be their temporal savior, 
as well as their father. Neither were 
they disappointed. In famine be supplied, 
as far as possible, their wants. In pesti- 
leuce he was among them as their comfor- 
ter. At the approach of cruel invasion 
he went forth from the Eternal City bare- 
headed, to meet the barbariun leader to 
offer his own person for the sueriſice - but 
to plead for the safety of the people. In 
this act of charity, it is well known that 
his pleading and his influence became, on 
more than one occasion, a shield of pro- 
tection for their otherwise abandoned 
nation. 
Many writers assert that Constantine 
the Great conferred upon him by written 
document, a certain species of political 
right to govern whet was then, or soon 
after, called the Duchy of Rome. Other 
writers, with erudition quite as respect- 
able, deny the truth of this statement of 
a donation by the first Christiaa Emperor. 
We do not enter into this question, for it 
peers to us of very slight importance. 
All we know ia, that the temporal autbor- 
ity of the Ewperors, from Coustantine the 
Great, ceased to be exercised in what is 
now called the States of the Church, bat 
especially in that ion which was more 
immediately connected with the Imperial 
city of Rome. It was not usurped by 
the Holy Father. It was rather forced 
upon him by the wishes and clamor of a 
neglected and ungoverned It was 
a “res derdicta.”

ferred to rail cars for illustration. When 
the cars first start they proceed very 
slowly, aud continue to increase t 
rapidity of their motion until they arrive 
at a uniformity of forty or fifty miles per 
bour; after which they, by their inertia, 
retain the velocity already acquired; the 
power of the engine merely serving to 
overcome the resistauce offered by the 
friction of the wheels upon the rails and 
axles and the resistance of the atmo 
sphere. He stated that if every impedi- 
ment could be removed, a body con- 
tinually acted upon by a force, ever 80 
weak, would proceed with a uniformity 
accelerated velocity for ever, until its 
movement would be iucouceivably greater 
then that of light. Illustrating the 
principle of gravitation the lecturer said 
that a body near the surface of the earth, 
falling to it is constantly accelerated in its 
motton by the force of gravity. What 
this force is, has never been discovered; 
but many of the laws by which it acts are 
known. The nearer a body is to the 
centre of gravity, if it does not descead 
below the earth’s surface, the more 
powerful is the force exerted upon it. A 
lump of gold, weighiug a pound, at the 
equator, will weigh more in this latitude, be- 
cause it is nearer the centre of gravity, aud 
because the centrifugal force, arising from 
rotation is not sogreat as at the equator. 
The lecturer next treated upon the com- 
position of forces and shewed if a hall were 
acted upon by two instantaneous forces at 
the sume time, in the directions of any 
given angle, the ball would describe the 
diagonal of a parallelogram of which the 
lines representing the two simple forces 
would form two of the sides. A ferryman 
iu crossing a river whose curreut is rapid, 
may, by understanding his own velocity 
aud also that of the current, designate the 
precise point on the opposite shore, at 
which he will land, because the direction 
of his own motion and velocity together 
with the direction and velocity of the cur- 
rent will form two sides of a parallelogram 
whose diagonal would represent the course 
taken by him. The leeturer concluded by 
making some observetion= in relation to 
the wisdom and power of the Creator as 
abundantly manifested in the adjustment 
of bis works, so as to happify his creatures. 
He also earnestly exhorted his hearers to 
exercise those faculties which God had 
given them, in the acquisition of entertain- 
ing and useful knowledge.— The studious 
aud learned Professor delivered another 
very interesting lecture last evening in the 
Fourtceath Ward school-house. We re- 
gret that our spece would not permita 
synopsis of the lecture.

A NEW SETTLEMENT. 


M. ont, San Pete County, 
Jan. 7th, 1860. 

Messrs. Epirons Movunrainesn:—Thinking 
you would like to hear of the progress of a 
new settlement, I conclude to send you a few 
lines on our past nine month's labor. 

This settlement was commenced by Bishop 
G. W. Bradley and nine others on the 15th of 
last March. After building shanties te shelter 
us from the weather we laid off a city of forty 
blocks —four lots in each block, each lot con- 
taining 1 acre 9-160. Seventy-five lots have 
"been improved; a thousand acres of farming 
land have been surveyed, of which between 
four hundred and five hundred acres were cul- 
tivated. From this we produced about 2800 
bushels of wheat, 1000 bushels of oats, 60 
bushels of barley, besides vegetables. 

Two acequias have been made—one of which 
4 miles long and 8 fect wide on the bottom: 
the other Tiles long and 8 feet wide. Two 
dams bave been built across the Sanpete river. 

Seventy-five houses have been built—filty- 
six of that number are built of adobes, A 
school-house has been built—25 feet wide, 86 
feet long, with a vestry 12 feet syuare; and two 
public corrals have been built, one for cattle, 
the other for sheep. A smal) grist mill has 
been erected by Bishop Bradley & Co., which 
isnow running. There has been one death, 
six births, three marriages aad two cut 
from the ehurch. mk

GREAT BRITAIN.

FRANCE. 


Lord Cowley had returned to Pafis.

AUSTRIA. 


The People’s Gazette of Berlin gives 
the following account of an interview 
which took place before the Archduke 
Maximilian's departure for Madeira be- 
tween him and his brother, the Emperor 
of Austria:— 

A very violent scene took place on the 
occasion, the Archduke beiug the only 
member of the imperial famil? who seems 
to clearly sce the critical situation of the 
Austrian monarchy, and dares fraukly to 
recommend reforms. The Archduke 
strongly pressed his opinions on the Em- 
peror, but seeing that all was vain, he 
ended by saying, The crown you bear is 
not the property of a single person, but 
belongs to all the dynasty, and when a 
member of the imperial family sees that it 
is placed in danger, bis duty is to speak.“ 
This language threw the Emperor into 
great agitation, and be cried out several 
times, “Only a rebel dare talk so.” The 
intervention of a high personage—it is sup- 
posed the Empress—was at lust necessary 
to put an end to the painful scene. 

Charges were rife against Austria of 
disguised interveution in Italy. Le Nord 
directs attention tothe recruiting going 
on in Vienna for the Poutificial army 
under the eyes of the Austrian govern- 
ment. An Austrian General directs the 
operations. They choose the best soldiers 
disbanded ov account of the reduction of 
their Own army, and the most able officers 
whose services are now available in cor- 
sequence of peace. It is just as if they 
had formed an auxiliary corps of elite of 
their veteran troops, and trausſormed them 
by a mere change of uniform into the army 
ofthe Pope. Le Nerd adds—: The con- 
duct of the Cabinet of Vieuua on this oc- 
easion is not mer y dishonorable, it 
entails serious dangers to peace, and on 
Austria herself. By breakiog her word 
Austria tears up the preliminaries of Villa- 
‘franca and the treaty of Zurich, and in 
her turn forces France from engagements 
entered into by Napoleon respecting the 
restoration of the Dukes and their restor- 
ed rights. 

The Austrian government had ordered 
Prince Metternich to declare to the 
French Cabinet that it wonld decline to 
enter into negotiations on avy other basis 
than the agreement of Villafranca or 
treaty of Zurich.
